the unprecedentedly 
elaborate preca u- 
tions of the court 
officials and police to 
prevent the suffra- 
gists from carrying 
out their intention 
of invading Bucking- 
ham palace last 
night on the occasion 
of the court, one mi- 
itant managed to en- 
ter and created a scene at the foot of the 
throne. 

The identity of the interloper has not been 
learned, and the manner in which she evaded 
the officials and got into the court Is also un- 
known. 

It was about 10:45 o' clock, and the king 
and queen were receiving the guests, who 
were passing the throne with the customary 
ceremony. 

Suddenly a woman in the line, who worea 
court dress, dropped on one knee in front of 
King George and shouted: 

“ Your majesty, for God's sake, do not use 
force,” 

The rest of the sentence was lost by the 
noise of the band in the gallery, for the con- 
ductor, seeing what was happening, gave a 
signal for the orchestra to strike up. 


Woman Hustled from Chamber. 

The woman immediately was removed 
from the throneroom and handed over to the 

police. 

The incident occupied a brief space of time, 
and after the woman had been removed the 
court proceeded as if nothing had happened. 

The officials instantly set to work to find 
out how the woman got an admission card. 
It was known that suffragists had several 
schemes to force their way into the palace, 
including the forging of invitation tickets. 

It was proposed by the furies to secure 

8 2 a genuine ticket and print several duplicates 
thereof. The main obstacle to the success 
of this plan seemed to be to get the codpera- 
tion of one of the persons invited. 5 

The improbability of such a ticket being 
obtained and the infinitesimal scrutiny over 
all tickets presented, which was carried out 
by the officials of the court, were regarded as 
certain to defeat the scheme. Whether or 
not the invader entered with a forged ticket 
or otherwise is as yet unknown. 


Plan Credited to Mrs. Pankhurst. 

The plan for obtaining admission to the 
court is credited to Mrs. Emmeline Pank- 
hurst. The precautions taken by the court 
officials were strict and proved irksome for 
gome of the guests. The procession of car- 
riages arriving at the palace had to run the 
gantiet of a cordon of plain clothes detec- 
tives and police stationed all about the ap- 
proaches. 

Every carriage was held up and every 
Woman had to produce credentials. Detec- 
tives acquainted with the features of the 
leading militant suffragists were posted at 
every vantage point in the spacious apart- 
ment to scrutinize the moving throng.

HUSBAND'S LETTER 
BOBS UP IN DIVA'S 
SUIT FOR DIVORCE 


Missive Accuses Mme. Schu- 
mann-Helnk of Having New 
Matrimonial Prospect, 


OUTLINES FREEDOM PLAN 


Refers to Secret“ in Life of Opera 
Singer, Using the Word 
“Geheimniss.”” 


PLAINTIFF TELLS HER STORY 


NE day last summer 

William Rapp Jr., 
then deep in the ob- 
acurity of a famous 
woman's common- 
place husband, wrote 
a long, formal letter 

o his talented and 
temperamental wife, 
Mme. Schumann- 
Heink, the prima 
donna. In it he ac- 
cused her of having 
a fresh matrimonial 
venture in prospect 
and made to her ap 
offer which he candidly admitted was at once 
generous and noble. He suggested he had 
prepared a plan by which she might divores 
him with a minimum of publicity and un- 
pleasantness. 

That same letter arose yesterday in Judge 
D. B. Sullivan's court as the chief item of 
interest in the diva's divorce suit. It was 
introduced by the madame’s lawyers as their 
most important exhiLit and was seized upon 
by the Rapp forces as the most powerful 
evidence in favor of the defense. 


Accuracy of Translation at Issue. 

With the letter, which was written in Ger- 
man, was in uced a translation made by 
Sidney Stein, ¢ gounsel for the complain- 
ant. The de 1 seek today to get into 
evidence a on of their own and will 
put an expert on the stand to testify to inac- 
curacies in the complainant's version. The 
discrepancies, Rapp asserted, are at several 
high spots in the letter 

In the letter Rapp referred to a secret in 
the life of Mme. Schumann-Heink, using the 
word “ geheimniss."" Now that his “ noble 
offer has been spurned and she is suing for 
divorce under other auspices, he announces 
his intention of revealing the secret in his de- 
fense. 

Just what the secret is has not been di- 
vulged, but apparently it has some bearing on 
Marie Schumann, the diva's 18 year old 
daughter, who took the stand yesterday 
for ber mother. While Marie was testifying, 
former Judge Ben Smith, representing Rapp, 
asked her several times if she were sure her 
real name was Schumann. 


Hinges on Geheimniss.“ 

The word “ geheimniss was one of those 
on which Stein's translation is asserted to 
have been at fault. He translated it as con- 
fidence ’’ in the following passage: 


“If you had treated me honestly and 
had given me your confidences they would 
have been treated with all holiness and 
would never have been touched upon and 
your spirit would finally now have rest.“ 

The vereion of the same passage in a trans- 
lation prepared by Rapp and given out in the 
evening at the office of Lee J. Frank, one of 
his lawyers, is as follows: 


Had you acted honestly and entrusted 
your secret to me, it would have been 
considered sacred and never would have 
been touched upon, and your soul would 
now finally have peace.” 


Both translations, except the paragraphs 
in which Rapp outlined the advantages 
offered to madame in his plan are practically 
the same Rapp's translation, in full, runs: 

437 Deming place, Chicago, June 27, 

1913.—Dear wife: My coming to Chicago 
is for the purpose of bringing about 8 
conference with you to clear up our af- 
fair. Only a personal talk between us 
alone is possible, because I have to make 
propositions which can only be agreed 
upon Personally between us. I take for 
granted that my information which I re- 
ceived from very many sources for a pe- 
riod of one and one-half years, that you 
wished to marry anew without delay, is 
based upon fact. 


He Offers “Advantages.” 

If this be true a plan can be effected by 
which, for you, the following advantage 
could be mentioned: 

You become complainant in place of my 
taking legal action against you. It is 
better so for if I filed the complaint I 
would have to mention all the unbearable 
conditions in your house, which forced 
me to leave the same. The contradic- 
tion between the facts and your Sst. 
Louis interview would not be flattering 
to you. Your letters of 1904 to the last. 
in which you praise my thoughtful provi- 
gion for your children, mention their 
vices and regret your own negiect of 
them, and request me to undertake their 
bringing up and to look after their physi- 
cal welfare, at the same time giving me 
the greatest compliments, I would be 
obliged to read in evidence. The whole

Lightning played fantastic pranks last 
night night during the violent electrical rain- 
storm which swept over the city on the heels 
of a chill north wind. The torrential down- 
pour and the cool breeze brought the mer- 
cury down in a 28 degree flop from the high 
point of the hot wave. * 

Two loop ekyscrapers, a west side the- 
ater, and several smaller buildings were 
struck. A bolt crashed down on the Mal- 
lers building at Wabash and Madison, 
whipped a section of the cornice off, and 
sent it crashing to the street, 260 feet below. 
One piece went through the prism glass 
sidewalk on the Wabash avenue side, nar- 
rowly missing seal pedestrians. Another 
section dropped to the alley, bounced back 
through a café window, and struck a night 
watchman. 


Lightning Starts a Blaze. 

Another bolt struck the cornice of the 
Central @nion block, Market and Madison 
streets, tore out a jagged bit of cornice and 
get fire to the roof. The rain soon extin- 
guished the flames. 

The strangest prank of the storm was at 
the Haymarket theater, 722 West Madison 
street. An hour before the usual evening 


were in their dressing rooms a bolt entered 
the building by the pipes of the automatic 
sprinkler tank on the roof. It burned out 
the fuse plugs and started a deluge of water 
throughout the theater. An automatic alarm 
of Gre was sent in. The only damage was 
by water. Several smaller buildings were 
get on fire by lightning. 


Downpour Floods Basements. 
In other sections of the city basements were 
flooded by the downpour and fire engines were 
kept busy pumping out basements. 

Six persons were shocked and one was in- 
jured during the storm. Otto Hansen of 3948

Failed to Protect Lives of Work- 
ingmen, But Was Not 
Prosecuted. 


HOYNE ALSO FAILED 10 ACT 


John . Bricsson, a brother of City Build- 
ing Commissioner Henry Ericsson and sec- 
retary of La st & 
IIlsley, contractors, 
yesterday was heid 
to the grand jury by 
Municipal Judge 
Newcomer for an al- 
leged violation of a 
state law in connec- 
tion with the erec- 
tion of a building at 
West Forty-first 
street and South 
Kedzie avenue. 

Action was brought 
by the state factory 
department after the 
building commission- 
er had failed to act. 
The maximum pen- 
alty for the offense is 
two years in prison and thie places final dis- 
position of the case beyond the jurisdiction 
of the Municipal court. | 

Judge Newcomer, sitting as an examining 
magistrate, was appealed to by Oscar F. 
Nelson, state factory inspector, after State's 
Attorney Hoyne is said to have failed to take 
action in similar cases reported to him. A 
complaint for examination was filed by John 
P. Reed, attorney for the department of fac- 
tory inspectiqn, before Judge Newcomer. 


Plea of Guilty Rejected. 

Former Judge John C. Everett, attorney 
for the defendant, offered to enter a plea 
of guilty and accept a fine, but this was ob- 
jected to by Attorney Reed, who insisted 
upon a grand jury inquiry. 

The building in question was inspected by 
Patrick J. Dalton, an inspector under C.m- 
missioner Bricssen, who reported no vio- 
lations.”” The next day it was inspected by 
Fred W. Shelton for the department of state 
factory inspection. He found the state law 
known as the public health, comfort, and 
safety law was being violated in pst no 
temporary filoorings had been built for the 
protection of Workmen. Action was then 
taken by Mr. Nelson. 

The case is considered important by Judge 
Neweomer as the law is the only one of its 
kind.on the statute books in that it vests 
power of enforcement both in the state and 
in the city. 


Contractors Fined Last Fall. 

Mr. Nelson found the law was not being 
enforced. Last fall he brought suits against 
@ number of contractors. Several of them 
pleaded guilty and paid fines. John Griffiths 
of Griffiths & Sons was accused and retained 
Attorney Everett. The case came before 
Judge Newcomer. Attorney Everett held 
that as the maximum penalty under the law 
was two years in prison the case was one for 
the state's attorney’s office and not the Mu- 
nicipal court. He was upheld by Judge New- 
comer and the case was dismissed. 

Mr. Nelson and Attorney Reed placed the 
matter before State's Attorney Hoyne last 
fall. Several visits were made to the state's 
attorney’s office, but no action was obtained. 
No further word was received from Mr. 
Hoyne. When the violation on the building 
at Forty-first street and Kedzie avenue was 
discovered on Feb. 18 Attorney Reed decided 
to take steps toward bringing the matter 
before the grand jury. 


State Forced to Action. 

On Feb. 17 Dalton made an inspection of 
the building. Inspector Shelton found no 
temporary flooring had been placed across 
on any of the floor levels. 

Judge Newcomer was asked to hear the 
case a8 an examining magistrate in order 
that it might be brought before the grand 
jury if sufficient guilt appeared to exist. The 
hearing wae set for April 20, but was con- 
tinued twice. In the meantime Attorney 
Reed wrote Commissioner Ericsson asking 
him for a copy of his inspection report op 
the building. No answer was received. 


Bars Peter Bartzen Tactics.” 

When the case was called yesterday Attor- 
ney Everett argued that under the law the 
duty of enforcing the law rests solely with 
the building commissioner and that the state 
factory inspection department has no juris- 
diction. Inapector Dalton of Ericsson's staf 
was called to the stand.

Not Certain at First. 

The identification did not come at once. 
Mrs. Pitkin read last November of the 
strange case of “J. R. R.“ She went to 
the infirmary at Oak Forest to see him. She 
was not positive that it was her son. She 
thought that his changed features might 
have come through long years of suffering. 
The bureau of public welfare had taken an 
interest in the mysterious man’s case. The 
Illinois Society for Mental Hygiene also 
watched him closely. Mrs. Pitkin was urged 
to think of some possible means of identifica- 
tion. She finally thought of the cut from an 
ax, and yesterday's meeting was arranged. 


Do Not Believe He Is Brother. 
The son and daughter of Mrs. Pitkin do not 
believe J. R. R.“ is their brother. Their 
objection to taking him into their home was 
evident by the manner in which they spoke 
when discussing the matter. 

Ot course mother thinkg it is my brother,” 
said the son. “ but I cannot see it that way. 
There may be a few scars that appear fa- 
miiiar, but I can see little resemblance in this 
man to my brother. Of course, if this man is 
not my brother we don’t want him in the 
house. We don't intend to have any pub- 
licity about this, either.’ 

The daughter did not appear to be favor- 
ably impressed with the idea of having J. 
R. R.“ in the house when hie identity was 
uncertain. 

We will let mother have her way until we 

find out,” she said. “ We will not allow 
you to publish anything about this, as we 
had enough publicity when thet woman left 
her baby here and committed suicide in the 
lake several months ago.” 
The case of J. R. R.“ has caused nation- 
wide attention. In June, 1907, the man was 
found unconscious on the railroad tracks at 
Waseca, Minn. He was taken to the state 
hospital, where he told a fragmentary story, 
by signs, of being slugged and robbed in 
St. Paul. An operation was performed on 
his head and it was found that part of his 
brain was gone. 


Vocal Cords Paralyzed, 

His vocal cords are paralyzed. Heindicat- 
ed by motions that he was formerly a naval 
officer.

SMALLPOX DEATH RATE HERE 
SECOND HIGHEST IN COUNTRY. 


Philadelphia Only City to Lead Chi- 
cago, According to Surgeon General 
of Public Health Service. 


Washington, D. C., June 4-—[Special.)— 
Chicago has the highest death rate from 
smalipox of any city in the country except 
Philedeiphia, according to the surgeon gen- 
eral of the public health service. Its scariet 
fever death rate ts the highest in the country. * 

Out of e every hundred cases of smalipox in 
Chicago about 10.29 per cent end in death. 
The Philadelphia rate is 11.11. St. Paul, with 
the greatest number of cases, has the emaliest 
death rate, omly sixteen hundredths of 1 per 
cent. 

Chicago algo has a high fatality rate in 
scariet fever, 6.92 per cent of the cases re- 
sulting fatally. The rate for diphtheria is 
even greater, 18.8 per cent of the cases re? 
sulting fatally. Meningitis is the most dead- 
ly of all the reported diseases in Chicago, 
91.68 per cent of the cases ending in death. 

With the exception of St. Louls, Chicago 
has the smallest infantile paralysis death 
rate. The Chicago rate is 18.83, while the St. 
Louis rate 18 5.4.

WAS CLAIM OF INNOCENCE 


Former New Haven Director | 
Urges Testimony on Inter- 
state Commerce Board. 


Washington, D. C., June 4.—Charles 8. Mel- 
len's recent testimony that he, as president 
of the New York,.New Haven and Hartford 
railroad, allowed himself to be indicted in 
the Grand Trunk case to shield the late J. 
Pierpont Morgan was flatly denied’ before 
the interstate commerce commiesion today 
by Lewis Cass Ledyard of New York, who 
was a director of the New Haven at that 
time. 

ee want to say in the most wnqualified 
terms, Mr. Ledyard declared; that Mr. 
Mellen did not offer himself as 2 vicarious | 
gacrifice for Mr. Morgan.” 


Letter Did Not Assume Blame. 

Telling of the letter in regard to the Grand 
Trunk investigation to the United States 
district attorney at New York, written by 
Mr. Mellen in the presence of E. D. Robbins, 
counsel for the New Haven, and himself, 
Mr. Ledyard said: 

“That letter was not the letter of a man 
accepting responsibility. It was the letter 
of a man claiming innocence, for it was a 
letter to the district attorney etating that 
as he was the only one who conducted what- 
ever the negotiations were, as he was the 
only one who knew what had been done, 
therefore he desired to go before the grand 
jury and tell his story of what those nego- 
tiations were.“ 

Mr. Ledyard took the stand as a volun- 
tary witness in the commission's investi- 
gation into the New Haven’s financial af- 
fairs and was not sworn. The subpeens 
issued for him some time ago had been with- 
drawn, but he urged that he be allowed to 

make a statement. 
Skinner Completes Testimony. 

Earlier in the day William Skinner com- 
pleted his testimony, begun yesterday. He 
said he could not recall any instance in which 
Mr. Morgan had tried to dominate the board 
of directors. 

Mr. Folk first took up with Mr. Skinner his 
version of the deal whereby the New Haven 
had the Billard company’s securities amount- 

ing to $10,400,000, which in reality were of 
little value. Mr. Skinner said that he ac- 
quiesced in the report to the stockholders 
because he took the word of the accounting 
department. 

„Then, so far as these securities were con 
cerned, you were merely a rubberstamp di- 
rector? Mr. Folk asked. 

“T did not and could not investigate all of 
these details. I accepted the report of the 
accounting department of the value of the 
securities.“ 

„Did you know of the prayer from the 
hills,’ issued to create public sentiment? * 

„Tes.“ 

“Do you think it was proper to try to in- 
fluence public feeling in that way? 

„1 believe a railroad or other public cor- 
poration has the right to create public senti- 
ment in its favor.” 


Roads Must Create Sentiment. 

By deception? Do you think it was right 
to circulate literature purporting to come 
from the people when, as a matter of fact, 
it was sent out by the railroad?” 

No, but they must create the sentiment.” 

Mr. Skinner was questioned by William 
Nelson Cromwell, appearing for several of 
the directors. He said the average attend- 
ance at directors’ meetings was about 
twenty; that all financial transactions were 
brought before the board and that the de- 
cisions generally were unanimous. He as- 
serted that disintegration of some of the 
properties brought about the troubled con- 
ditions of the New Haven. He said that 
state laws prevented financing the road by 
methods in vogue by other systems. He con- 
tended that public criticism also han@icapped 
the New Haven. 

Did Mr. Morgan at the directors’ meet- 
ings show any desire to dominate or dic- 
tate?! Mr. Skinner was asked. 

Not that I recall. He was away in Eu- 
rope much of the time and could not at- 
tend meetings regularly.“ 


Oontradicts Mellen Statements. 
Following Mr. Skinner’s testimony, Mr. 
Ledyard was called, but was not sworn. He 
said he desired to contradict certain state- 
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On the Boston and Maine board, he said, 
he represented the largest holder, of stock, 
the American Express company. 
“T tried to get for the American Express 
-company the business of the New Haven, 
but it was never a condition of the sale 
ot the Boston and Maine stock. Mr. Mellen 
has testified that what I was after was to get 
an extension of the contract between the 
Amercan Express company and the Boston 
and Maine. There is not a word of truth in 
that statement.” 


Discusses Boston and Maine Deal. 


the acquisition by the New Haven of the Bos- 
ton and Maine. He sald he took up the matter 
with Richard Olney, who was interested in 
the Boston and Maine personally and as a 
trustee, and that they both decided it would 
be a wise move for the New Haven to acquire 
that road. 

Mr. Ledyard said at that time (in 1908) 
the New Haven had already acquired the 
Rhode Island, Connecticut and Massachu- 
setts trolleys, the Westchester properties, 
the Ontario and Western, and all the steam- 
ship properties it ever had. 

„1 had a long talk with Mr. Mellen,“ Mr. 
Ledyard said, “‘and told him 1 thought he 
had all the properties he could manage and 
that I was opposed to the acquisition of any 
more. I think the records will show that soon 
afterwards the policy of expansion was dis- 
continued. 

Much hap been sald, Mr. Ledyard con- 
tinued, in the press and elsewhere as to my 
relations with Mr. Morgan or his firm. For 
many years I was an intimate friend of Mr. 
Morgan's, but had no businese relations 
with him.“ 


Ignorant of Byrnes Transaction. 

In connection with the acquisition of the 
Westchester road, Mr. Ledyard said he knew 
nothing of any transactions with former 
Police Inspector Thomas F. Byrnes of New 
York or of any negotiations with poHticians. 

He told of efforts by him and the members 
of a committee by which the Gottehall sult 
was settled for $1,000,000. 

Mr. Ledyard then went into details of the 
Billard transaction. He said that while he 
was in Europe in 1908 the Boston and Maine 
stock was sold to Billard. On his return he 
said he asked Mr. Mellen t the sale was 
outright or a dummy transaction. He 
said Mr. Mellen assured him the sale was 
outright. 

In the following January Mr. Ledyerd said 
that the Massachusetts legislature had asked 
the New Haven board for certain information 
regarding its compliance with the state trol - 
ley decision and also the Billard matter. 


Billard Deal Regular, Mellen Said. 

At that time, Mr. Ledyard testified, “’ I 
asked Mr. Mellen as to the sale to Mr. Billard 
and he told me that it was a bona fide trans- 
action. 

“IT asked who Mr. Billard was and he re- 
plied: ‘He is a wealthy Connecticut man.’ 
I asked why the sale was made to Mr. Billard 
and Mr. Mellen replied that it was because 
Billard was a ‘friend of the New Haven 
interests.’ I then inquired why this was not 
mentioned in the reply to the Massachusetts 
legislature. Mr. Mellen left the chair and 
became excited. He seemed to think I was 
showing lack of confidencein him. Later the 
answer to the Massachusetts legislature was 
amended in accordance with my sugges- 
tions.”’ 

Mr. Ledyard said several important things 
happened while he was in Europe that year. 
Among them was the discontinuance of the 
government suit to sever the Boston and 
Maine from the New Haven system; the ap- 
proval by the governor of Massachusetts 
of the bill- to authorize the incorporation 
of the Boston Railroad Holding company, 
and the sale back to the navigation company 
by Billard of the Boston and Maine stock. 

“I was outspoken in expressing my opin- 
fon regarding the Billard transaction,” Mr. 
Ledyard testified, “and the big profit that 
bad gone to Billard. Mr. Morgan was pres- 
ent, and he also was angry.“ 


Wanted to Avoid Accidents. 
Discussing the Pullman contract, Mr. 
Ledyard said he and Mr. Mellen were prin- 
cipally responsible for it. He said he told 
Mellen that he felt the only way to get steel 
cars at once would be by making such a 
contract and that he (Ledyard) favored it.

WOULD. BE ACT OF WAR? 


Resistance of Huerta Blockade 
Might Be Held Violation 
of Armistice. 


IBT A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., June 4—(Special.J— 
The Mexican situation tonight is in a worse 
muddle than at any time since the mediators 
enterered upon their conferences at Niagra 


Fall- Not only does Carranza remain an un- 


known factor in the problem, but new de- 
velopements fraught with greve possibilities 
have arisen in connection with the sailing of 
the Ward liner Antilla for Tampico with a 
cargo of arms for the Constitutionalists. 

Asa result of the sailing of the Antilla, the 
United States is confronted with the danger 
of a suspicion by the mediatore that this gov- 
ernment has not acted in good faith in sup- 
port of an understanding that there would be 
no shipment of arms from this country to 
Mexico pending the Niagara Falls confer- 
ences. 


Would Violate Armistice. 

If the United States attempts to interfere, 
as now seems likely, with a blockade of Tam- 
pico, which Huerta proposes to ifstitute, ‘t 
will lay itself open to charges of a violation 
of the armistice with the Mexican dictator. 

In between those dilemmas there is the 
Hkelihood of complications with England and 
other European governments if Huerta in- 
sists>on carrying out his plans of bottling up 
Tampico with his gunboats and preventing 
the landing of the Antilla’s cargo of war sup- 
plies. 

All evidences in Washington today indi- 
cated that the administration is prepared 
now to take steps to see that the Antilla is 
not held up at Tampico by Huerta’s gun- 
boat and that it is permitted to lend its arms 
at the Constitutionalist port. 


Ordered to Watch Gunboats. 

The announcement by Gen. Bianquet, 
Huerta’s minister of war, that Tampico 
would be bottled up, has not altered the 
order sent by this government a week or 
more ago to Rear Admiral Badger to warn 
the Mexican commanders that Tampico 
must be kept open. As soon as the report of 
the proposed blockade by Huerta was re- 
ceived in Washington instructions went from 
the navy department to Rear Adimira! Badg- 
er to keep a close watch on the Mexican gun- 
boats. 

This was at 8 o'clock this morning. At 1 
o'clock this afternoon a message was re- 
ceived from Rear Admiral Badger to the 
effect that the gunboats had not moved. 


Doubt About U. 8. Stand. 

Just what is the purpose of the United 
States government in taking so forceful a 
stand on Tampico has not been disclosed. 
England and Holland have made representa- 
tions to the United States that Tampico must 
be kept open for their oil business, but the 
blockade which Huerta proposes apparently 
refers merely to the holding up of an impor- 
tant shipment of arme. 

Diplomats in Washington contend that the 
United States will not be able to interfere 
with such a blockade by Huerta without 
committing an act of war. Furthermore 
they contend that it would be an open viola- 
tion of the armistice with Huerta as well as 
the assurance contained in that understand- 
ing that nothing was to foreclose Huerta’s 
right to defend himself against the Constitu- 
tionaliste.

LEAVES DURANGO QUARTERS 


Action of Rebel Chief Brings Media- 
tion Conference to Halt. 


El Paso, Tex., June 4.—Gen. Carranza an- 
nounced today through agents here that he 
would not make answer to the communica- 
tion to the A-B-C mediators, nor issue his 
proclamation dealing with the formation of 
a provisional government in northern Mex- 
ico until he reaches Saltillo. At the same 
time it was announced here that the Consti- 
tutionalist commander-in-chief departed 
during the day from Durango for Saltillo by 
way of Torreon.

OUTSIDE ARBITRATION. 

The question of treaty construction affect- 
ing the Panama canal tolls might be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. But what do the pro- 
posers of this method conceive to be the 
importance of the domestic question of eco- 
nomic justice? What has that to do with 
arbitration, or how may it be affected or 
determined by arbitration? How may the 
justice of a subsidy be determined by an 
international court sitting upon a question 
of international relations? 

The senate should reject the resolution 
recommended by the foreign relations com- 
mittee for the reason that it recognizes only 
one aspect of the issue. 


ACCESS TO THE NEW HARBOR. 

The need for a street car line, besides 
that on Grand avenue, to give access to 
and from the rapidly growing district about 
the outer harbor is very obvious. The pro- 
posal urged by north side property owners 
for an extension of the Chicago avenue line 
east to Fairbanks court and south on that 
street has been thoroughly considered and 
has the consent of the necessary frontage 
and of the street railway company. It is 
now in committee, but should be reported 
out without further delay, since greater 
facilities already are overdue and the need 
for them is growing steadily, They should 
not be postponed until the harbor is eom- 
plete and its inaceessibility is ridiculous. 
The council should give relief now. 


TO A BARBER, FRIEND. 

Our friend, Senator James Hamilton 
Lewis, has, in the convenient journalistic 
parlance, uttered a protest on the sub- 
ject of publicity and his whiskers. Mr. 
Lewis mildly resents being known in state- 
craft as the pink fronded pard, the barbered 
wild man of Borneo, the helianthus of the 
august senate, the lambrequined Demos- 
thenes of the century, the sumac of the prai- 
ries, the exotic bird of paradise of the stock- 
yards, as Alfalfa Jim; the sunset kid. 

Now, we have always regarded the sena- 
tor’s whiskers as his own fault and his own 
business, and we join him in his protest. 
We never have referred to them. We ignore 
them and shall ignore them. Mr. Lewis 
may go to the barber and come forth shorn 
as the sheep and he will remain Aurorean 
James with us. It is the splendor of his 
deportment and the gold of his thought, the 
beauty of his rhetoric and the grace of his 
lines, that won and has held our admiration. 

We urge Mr. Lewis to go to the barber 
and rid himself of the unnecessary whiskers 
and forever kill the inane whisker jest, He 
is splendid enough not to need them. Let 
him be as barren as his colleague, Mr. Sher- 
man. They hide his virtues, They do not 
augment them. 


THE NEW POETRY. 

The search of the Futurists for adequate 
means of expression is far from an end. 
Miss Stein’s exploration to discover means 
of enriching the power of the language to 
convey meaning had results, but Sig. Mari- 
netti has progressed so much further that 


now she must be regarded as one of the 


early and feeble gropers after truth. 
Sig. ‘Marinetti presents a dynamic lan- 


guage which is that of our greatest artists 


children, countless millions of whom grow 
out of the period of imagination and become 
butchers, bakers, and candlestick makers. 
In that period, however, all are artists, liv- 
ing in the imagination, their lives enriched 
by fancy, and giving expression to their 
ideas in mud sculpture, in imagery, poetry, 
and music. 

Their language is extremely simple and 
marvelously effective. It conveys by con- 
cise descriptive sounds thé impression for 
which Heury James would ask at least a 
chapter. Sig. Marinetti has made an adap- 
tation of this language. His poem, the 
“ Siege of Adrianople,” which completely il- 
lustrates his method, follows:

Zummmm. 
March 26—Boum Boum Boum 


March 27 -Tuummmmmmmmmm. 

It is difficult in these straight and cir- 
cumspect columns to print the poem pre- 
cisely, inasmuch as there should be crescen- 
dos and diminuendos, arcs and inclinations 
which would aid the letters to present not 
only the sound of artillery and rifle fire but 
the direction of the storm of lead.

ABUSING THE GUARD. 

The following statement in Upton Sin- 
clair’s letter to John D. Rockefeller Jr. calls 
for consideration by every one interested in 
the national guard and in the effectiveness 
of our national defenses: 

By the official records of Adjutant Gen- 
eral Chase, the publication of which was 
forced by the Colorado legislature, it was 
shown that an overwhelming majority of 
the members of the state militia were mine 
guards and other employés of the coal com- 
panies who had been enlisted wholesale, 
armed and uniformed by the state, and sent 
out to make war upon the strikers.” 

Tun TRIBUNE a few days ago called at- 
tention to the ill effects upon the guard of 
its use in strikes, but it was unaware that 
the case was as bad as Sinclair's allegation 
indicates. If, as he asserts, the adjutant 
general’s report shows any such abuse of 
the guard the situation calls for prompt re- 
buke and effective action, if such action is 
possible under our laws. 

The war department should verify these 
charges, and, if they are true, congress 
should withdraw federal support from the 

Colorado militia. That would bring the 
Colorado authorities to time. If it is nec- 
essary for the national government to keep 
the peace in that commonwealth it should 
do so directly, as it has done efficiently, 
through the regular army. Federal funds 
should not be spent upon keeping up a force 
ot mine employés disguised as militia. 

The whole Colorado tragedy emphasizes 
the lesson taught on other occasions, that 
the national guard is not a proper instru- 
ment for keeping peace in industria! strug- 
gles and by being so used is weakened for 
its own proper service. Men do not enlist 
in the national guard to quell strikes. They 
are not policemen, and the keeping of peace 
in strikes, however we may talk of “ civil 
war,” is not a military but a police problem. 
It regular police are not sufficiently capable 
or numerous, a constabulary should be cre- 
ated, a well disciplined force like the regular 
army, under command of experienced, pro- 
fessional officers, who could not be suspected 
of partisanship. 

The militia is made up of young men 
from civil life who enter the guard in order 
to get a taste of “ soldiering,” for healthful, 
inveresting exercise, and to be ready to de- 
fend their country from foreign foes. They 
have no wish te fight their neighbors in a 
controversy with their employers over pay 
or working conditions. Moreover, they are 
not disciplined for determined action as a 
professional force is, and therefore they are 
often not effective when called to an uncon- 
genial duty on a moment’s notice. The dif- 
ference between the effectiveness of a reg- 
ular and a militiaman is based on this alone, 
not on any difference in courage or spirit. 

We suggest the national guard take cogni- 
gance of the above allegations of Sinclair, 
and if they are substantiated by the adjutant 
general of Colorado that the guard publicly 
protest against the abuse. 


A BUSINESS OPPORTUNITY. 

A few years ago a man in St. Petersburg 
departed therefrom, changed his name, and 
came to America, and from New York came 
to Chicago. In St. Petersburg he had ob- 
tained the address of a Russian cabinet 
maker living in Chicago. The cabinet 
maker was a bit of a social revolutionary, a 
mild and pleasant man, but eo much a revo- 
lutionary that Chicago was more salubrious 
than St. Petersburg. 

The Russian first mentioned came to the 
cabinet maker, whom he never had known, 
and was received, upon his own application, 
as a guest. At the end of two weeks the 
cabinet maker reluctantly concluded that 
what his new friend wanted was lodging 
without work, and suggested that a job be 
obtained, 

He got bis incubus work, but the man had 
his stomach full of it within two weeks and 


quit, “It doesn’t pay to work,” hg said. 
„What I want is easy money.” Later he 
married a woman twice his age. She had 


$10,000 or $15,000. With that the man 
formed a wrecking company, and still later 
opened a “ bank.” 

Still later, and this only recently, he closed 
the bank,“ taking his depositors’ money 
and departing hence.

TEA. 

HEN the Illinois cavalry started 
on a hike a few years ago the 
troopers were equipped with tea. 
They were to make day marches 
and night camps through a coun- 

try in which wells generally were ordinary, 
shallow dug affairs. As they were new to 
the game it was anticipated that they would 
want water at every halt. Their canteens 
were filled with tea. 

The plan was borrowed from the experi- 
ence of the Japs in their war with Russia, 
In that war every soldier carried in his knap- 
sack tea and the facilities for brewing it. 
When he stopped he could quickly start a 
little fire, get some water, it mattered not 
how polluted; bring it to a boil, throw in his 
tea and in a few minntes he had a tasty, 
safe, sterile drink. What was left he placed 
in his canteen for use cold, for tea is palata- 
ble hot, cold, and in between, which ig not 
true of coffee. 

A cup of tea never produced typhoid or 
diarrhoea, which cannot be said of water 
from springs, streams, lakes, and roadside 
wells. Campers as well as soldiers take 
notice, 


— 

However, there is tea and tea. The kind 
described above is better than polluted 
water, If in a position to do differently, 
to slop together some tea aud water does 
not give a high grade drink. 

Tea contains proteid, tannin, thein, and 
flavor. Nobody drinks tea for the protein 
and one would not get much if he did. 
Everybody wants to get as little tannin and 
as much flavor as possible. To do this the 
water should be brought to a boil When 
it is boiling fiercely the tea should be 
thrown in. 

The more quickly the water is poured 
off the leaves the better the flavor and the 
less tannin. If poured off after balf a min- 
ute the flavor will lack something to which 
you are accustomed. It is tannin and pot 
good for you, but you might want it just 
the game. To strain off after three minutes 
is a pretty good compromise, 

This means that the tea should not be put 
in the water until it is boiling hard, and 
three minutes from the time the tea touches 
the water the infusion free from leaves must 
be in the cups or in a elosed teapot. Lf this 
interval is shortened to half a minute the 
product is even better. 

— 

Green tea contains twice and 4 half as 
much tannin as black. The protein, thein, and 
ash present in the two varieties are in prac- 
tically the same proportion. However, the 
amount of tannin in a cup of tea depends 
more op the method of making than on the 
variety of tea. Prolonged soaking will ex- 
tract more tannin from black tea than brief 
soaking will get out of green tea. Strong 
tea interferes with digestion and tannin ig 
responsible. 

Roberts found that a mixture of stomach 
contents containing 60 per cent tea took 
180 minutes to digest, as compared with 
100 minutes for a meal without tea. When 
the mixture contained 10 per cent tea the

digestion was 105 minutes, practically no 
change.

IRD EVERSLEY, who at the age of 

82 has just made the trip across the 

Atlantic, was over here nearly three 

score years ago under another name. 

It was a name in those days very 
familiar to the American people, and the wel- 
come which he received was ofa very cordial 
and even enthusiastic character. 

This was due to a coupie of speeches which 
he delivered in the house of commons as 
George Shaw-Lefevre. The first one was his 
maiden speech. It concerned the escape of 
the Alabama from the Mersey during the 
civii war in America. He was vigorous in de- 
nouncing the gross carelessness of the Eng- 
lish officials intrusted with the duty of de- 
taining the confederate cruiser, and predict- 
ed that sooner or later Great Britain would 
have to pay heavily for the neglect. His re- 
marks received widespread attention on this 
side of the Atlantic. 

~- 

On the occasion of his second oratorical 
effort in the house of commons he happened 
to be the first of a series of speakers on the 
subject of England's relations with the 
United States, adyoeating a friendlier atti- 
tude and urging the neceasity of cultivating 
American good will. The late Cyrus Field 
was in the gallery and had arranged that the 
entire debate should be cabled to New York, 
a feat never until that time attempted. 
Through some unforeseen accident to the 
cable all telegraphic communication between 
the new and the old world was suddenly in- 
terrupted at the very moment when Shaw- 
Leſevre's speech had passed safely over the 
wires. Thus it was on the following day 
that his utterances figured quite alone in the 
American press concerning the subject be- 
fore parliament, the improvement of the re- 
lations between the two great English 
speaking countries, and he acquired thereby 
a reputation for statesmanship and a pres- 
tige on this side of the ocean which was in 
no sense of the word warranted by his politi- 
cal standing at the time in England. 


~~ 

Later on he became a more important fig- 
ure in English life, was the principal lieuten- 
ant of John Bright when the latter was min- 
ister of commerce, and afterward was in turn 
minister of public works, postmaster gen- 
eral, and president of the local government 
board, being virtually raised to a seat in the 
house of lords by way of consoling him for 
his exclusion from the administration of Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman on the return 
of the Liberals to power in 1905. 

On receiving his peerage he took the title 
of Lord Eversley, which previously had been 
borne by that famous kinsman of his who 
remains on record as the best and certainly 
the most handsome speaker who ever pre- 
sided over the deliberations of the house of 
commons. That peer took his title from the 
parish of Eversley, in which his Hampshire 
county seat, Heckfleld court, was situated, 
and of which his friend and neighbor, 
Charles Kingsley, was rector. 

It is necessary to mention this in order 
to explain an odd verse in one of Kingsley's 
‘poems. Kingsley was passionately fond of 
fishing in the chalk streams of Dversley, and 
for his fishing he loved a southwest wind, so 
‘productive of rain—a wind which brought 
‘him sounds from the neighboring camp of 
Aldershot, sounds from the railroad line, and 
‘pounds from the clock striking at Heckfield 
court, the home of his good friend, Lord 


/Eversley. These welcome sounds he could 
only hear when there wage southwest wind.

Heckfleld court had come to him through his 
mother, who was a daughter of John Lefevre 
of Heckfleld court, Hampshire. 

The late Lord Eversley was the uncle of 
the present peer, whose father, the late Sir 
John Shaw-Lefevre, for more than a quarter 
of a century was the clerk of the parliament. 
Lord Eversley has no children by his mar- 
riage in 1874 to Lady Constance Moreton, 
daughter of the third Eari of Ducie, and at 
his death his peerage will beeome extinct. 
Lord Eversiey is an old friend of former 
Ambassador Choate, and before he sails for 
England again will run up te the Berkshires 
to visit Mr. and Mrs. Choate at Naumkeag, 
their country place at Stockbridge, Mass. 

— 

Another arrival from England is that of 
Lady Gray, one of the twenty odd peeresses 
in their own right of Great Britain. She is 
nineteenth holder of the Scottish barony of 
Gray, created in 1444 by King James II. of 
Scotiand. She inherited it from her uncle, 
who also was thirteenth Earl of Moray. 

Her maiden name was Evelyn Pounden, 
her mother being a sister of the fourteenth 
Earl of Moray and of Jeremiah Lonsdale 
Pounden. From her father Lady Gray inher- 
ited Brownswood, a very beautiful country 
seat in Enniscorthy in County Wexford, as 
well asa large fortune. She married in 1863 
James Maclaren Smith, who, with the per- 
mission of the crown, assumed the additional 
name of Gray. He died in 1900. 

By her marriage Lady Gray has an only 
son, now known as the Master of Gray. He 
is a man of 50, of scientific tastes, a former 
soldier, and a bachelor. Failing him, the 
next heir to the barony is the eldest of Lady 
, Ethel 
Smith-Gray, married to Henry Tufnell 
Campbell. She has two sisters, one of them 
married to a grandson of the eighth Duke of 
Argyll and the other a spinster. 

— — 

If the Gray barony were an English one ot 
the same period, that is to say, a barony by 
writ, it would fall into abeyance in the event 
of there being no male heir; since when there 
are several sisters in the line of succession 
the crown refuses to take cegnizance of their 
differences of age or to determine which is 
the eldest, Abeyance, however, is utterly 
unknown in the Scottish peerage, and when 
there are none but daughters it is the eldest 
who suceeds to the family honors. 

Lady Gray has practically the same ar- 
morial bearings as the Earl Grey, Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, geeretary of state for foreign 
affairs; Lord Grey de Ruthyn, and the dukes 
and princes of Croy, Grey and Gray being 
English and Scotch corruptions of the 
French Croy. 


en 

Lady Gray had some little trouble in estab- 
lishing her claim to the barony in 1896, owing 
to the difficulty of proving her birth. Her 
mother was first married in 1832 to Sir John 
Stewart. He died in 1838 withoutissue. Be- 
tween two and three months later she mar- 
ried Jeremiah Lonsdale Pounden at St Mu- 
dred’s church, Bread street, in the city of 
London, and so anxious was she to keep the 
marriage from becoming publicly known, 
owing to the reeent death of her first hus- 
band, that both she and Mr. Pounden insuffi- 
elently deacribed themselves in the marriage 
certificate and register. 

In consequence of this they were married 
again two years later in St. James’ church, 
Piccadilly, and a year after that—namely: jn 
1841—their only child, Lady Gray, was born 
at Dresden, no registration of her birth being 
made there, either at the British legation or 
consulate. Nor was she christened until 13 
years of age, so that her baptismal certificate 
was not of much use in proving her claim,

We are drifting towards 
government ownership because those having 
the greatest share in the present form of 
ownership are becoming disgusted. 

Under the policy which has existed in this 
country almost to the present time, railway 
bullding was encouraged without regard to 
needs, intelligent location, or earning capac- 
ity. Capital was encouraged to build rail- 
roads, although in many cases they were so 
built that they could never be made to pay; 
and yet even to this day, although we have 
for twenty-six years had a commission with 
large administrative powers, we depend 
chiefly on competition to determne rates, fa- 
cilities, time schedules, etc. 

In mercantile experience or in manufactur- 
ing the unwisely projected or the badly lo- 
cated venture goes to the wall and no longer 
continues as a menace to other enterprises; 
but not so a railroad. In only two states 
of the union has there been a check placed 
on useless railroad building, wildcat projects, 
blackmailing schemes; and yet, the worst 
practices today, practices which the inter- 
state commerce commission could without 
doubt stop at once by executive or adminis- 
trative orders, are practices which have crept 
in and become custom in the battle for exist- 
ence between these parallel and competing 
linea 

As a nation we have attempted te eling to 
a dual system of regulation on the one hand 
and unlimited competition on the other; and 
when railroad men have tried to get to- 
gether to abolish evil practices, arguing the 
fact that they were trying to bring about a 
better enforcement of the law and the spirit 
of the law, they were none the less enjoined 
as conspirators. 

But this is neither the time nor the place for 
criminations and recriminations. THE TRIB- 
UNE has correctly diagnosed the situation. It 
is time to arouse ourselves. The interstate 
commerce commission finds itself overworked 
and unable to cope with the situation, and 
it appears to the writer that the time has 
come for railroad men themselves to take 
hold. We must doas the bankers have found 
it necessary to do; they do not depend upon 
the controller of the currency and his exam- 
inera to find irregularities—that method was 
fully tried and found sadly wanting—but

The police of New York and Chicago ana 
several private detective agencies have con- 
ducted a fruitless search for a week in an 
effort to find a trace of Charles H, Strauss, 
formerly of Chicago, who disappeared from 
his home at 155 Riverside drive, New York 
City, on May 28. Mr. Strauss is general 
agent of the New England Mutual Life In- 
gurance company in New York. 

Relatives of Mr. Strauss appealed to the 
firm of Rosenthal & Hamill to prosecute the 
search, and Attorney Lessing Rosenthal 
and Henry X. Strauss and Milton H. Strauss, 
both of Chicago, brothers of the missing 
man, are now in New York running down 
every available clew which might lead to the 


golution of the mystery. 


It was only after every other meang had 
been exhausted to locate Mr. Strauss that 
his relatives withdrew the cloak of secrecy 
which had been thrown about the search. 


Last Seen in Hat Shop. 

On the morning of the day he disappeared 
Mr. Strauss kissed his wife and 8 year old 
daughter, Aline, good-by and went to his 
office. He left his office at 1 o' elock in the 
afternoon and went to a hat store at Madi- 
gon avenue and Forty-second street, where 
he purchased a cap. He ordered the panama 
bat he had been wearing sent home, and it 
was delivered there. That was the last seen 
of him. 

The auditor of the insurance company ex- 
amined Mr. Strauss’ books and found his ac- 
counts correct in every detail. His personal 
account of approximately $3,000 was found 
intact at the Garfield National bank. 


Might Have.Come Here.

PRAISES GOOD FEELING. 


Heads of G. A. R. and U. C. V. 
Also Speak at Arlington 
Cemetery Exereises. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 4.—[Svecial.]—The 
confederate monument in Ariington National 
cemetery was unveiled with impressive cere- 
monies this afternoon. President Wilson 
accepted the monument in behelf of the 
United States in a brief address, in which 
he dwelt upon the “ spiritual reunion” of 
the north and south, which he described in 
bie address at the Grand Army of the Re- 
public exercises last Saturday, Memorial 
day. 

Evidence of this reunion was given in the 
joint participation in the unveiling exercises 
of officers of the United Confederate Vet- 
ran and the Grand Army of the Republic. 

Among those who delivered addresses were 
Col. Washington Gardiner, commander-in- 
chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
and Gen. Bennett Young, commander of the 
United Confederate Veterans. The monu- 
ment was presented by Mrs. Daisy McLaurin 
Stevens for the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy, who had erected it. 


No Trace of Sectional Feeling. 

In the affair today there was no trace 
of the sectional feeling which cropped out 
at the G. A. R. exercises last week be- 
cause of the previous retfusat af President 
Wilson to participate therein. The resent- 
ment which some of Mr. Wilson's friends 
have felt because of the cold reception given 
him by the Union veterans when he did ap- 
pear last Saturday found not the alight- 
est expreasion in his speech. His main 
thought was of the glory attached to the 
American people by their refusal to allow 
“fraternal misunderstanding’ to cloud their 
common ideals, 


* „* *

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The president's speech was not concluded 


before 0 heavy thunderstorm compelled his 
retirement from the amphitheater. He hur- 
ried back to the White House in a closed 
automobile. 


The President’s Speech. 

When Mr. Wilson was introduced he was 
given an enthusiastic reception. He said: 

“I assure you I am profoundly aware of 
the solemn significance of the thing that has 
now taken place. The Daughtersof the Con- 
federacy have presented a memorial of their 
dead to the government of the United States. 

“I hope you have noted the history of the 
conception of this idea. It was proposed by 
a president of the United States, who had 
himself been a distinguished officer in the 
Union army. It was authorized by an act of 
congress of the United States. The corner- 
stone of the monument was laid by a presi- 
dent of the United States, elevated to his 
position by the votes of the party which had 
chiefly prided itself upon sustaining the war 
for the Union. And now it has fallen to my 
lot to accept in the name of the great gov- 
ernment which I am privileged for the time 
to represent, this emblem ot a reunited peo- 
ple. 

“TIT am not so much happy as proud to 
participate in this capacity on such an occa- 
sion—proud that I should represent such a 
people. Am I mistaken, ladies and gentle- 
men, in supposing that nothing of this sort 
could have occurred in anything but a de- 
mocracy? The people of a democracy are 
not related te their rulers as subjects are 
related to a government. They are them- 
selves the sovereign authority, and as they 
are neighbors of each other, quickened by 
the same passions and moved by the same 
motives, they can understand each other. 


People Anxious for Peace. 

“They are shot through with some of the 
deepest and profoundest instincts of human 
sympathy. They choose their governments. 
They consult their rulers. They live their 
own life and they will not have that life dis- 
turded and discolored by fraternal mieunder- 
standings. 

„ This chapter in the history of the United 
States is now closed, and I can bid you turn 
with me your faces to the future, quickened 
by the memories of the past, but with noth- 
ing to do with the contests of the past, know- 
ing as we have shed our blood upon opposite 
sides, we now face and admire one another. 

“The generosity of our judgment was 
made up soon after this great struggle was 
over, when men came and sat together again 
in the congress and united in all the efforts 
of peace and of government; and our solemn 
duty is to see that each one of us is in nis 
own consciousness and in his own conduct a 
replica of this great reunited people. It is 
our duty and our privilege to be like the 
country we represent, and, speaking no word 
of malice, no word of criticism even, stand 
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| Ider to shoulder to lift the burdens of 
mankind in the future and show the paths of 
freedom to all the world.“ 


For All Heroes of the South. 

The dominant figure of the monument un- 
veiled today ie a woman of heroic size, typify- 
ing the south in peace, surmounting a relief 
upon which there are thirty-two figures de- 
picting the heroism of the south in war. It 


was dedicated to all heroes of the confeder- 
acy.

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before have been equaled. With the signs 
that the public is at last beginning to be in- 
clined to grapple with the lawlessness of 
the militants, and stung to fury by the fail- 
ure of Mrs. Pankhurst's deputation to enter 
Buckingham palace a fortnight ago, the 
women seem to be deliberately abandoning 
themselves to howling rage. 

The incitements to violence made by the 
speakers last night were received with crazy 
outbursts by the audience, who alternately 
shrieked and groaned and then worked 
themselves into paroxysms of ferocity which 
is usually associated with dementia or 
drunkenness. 

Ministers, magistrates, doctors, editors, 
and everybody associated with the adminis- 
tration or defense of the law were denounced 
in the wildest terms and threatened with 
the most violent reprisals. It is assumed 
that fresh and more reckless outrages will 
follow this meeting. 


May Not Prosecute Backers. 

There is little printed confirmatory of 
the report that the government contemplates 
prosecuting subscribers to the funds of the 
Women’s Social and Political union. It is 
not the first time that such a report has been 
current. 

The idea is pretty general that the govern- 
ment is too busy with political schemes and 
matters concerning its own existence to take 
up the suffraget gauntlet. Moreover, it is 
stated that several women who are promi- 
nent in Liberal politics are among the sub- 
scribers and the government is obviously not 
eager te prosecute them.

Women Equals of Men. 

Continuing his discussion of the position of 
women in ancient Egypt, Mr. Baikie says: 

Though thege are certain features, such 
es their loose ideas in the matter of con- 
ganguinity, which shock our modern sense of 
morality, the ideas and practices of the an- 
clent Egyptians in respect to the position of 
Woman are remarkably advanced and ra- 
tional, comparing favorably with those of the 
great nations of classicai antiquity. 

Woman was to the Egyptian not thesleve 
of man or the minister of his pleasures, she 
was his companion, his fellow worker on 
equal terms, often his adviser, not infrequent- 
ly his ruler. 

There existed in the Egyptian mind a 
sentiment that could almost be called rever- 
ence for womanhood, particularly in respect 
of its great function of motherhood—a senti- 
ment which is much more akin to our mod- 
ern western view than anything else that 
we meet with among ancient peoples

Ask Better Conditions. 
FEW weeks ago the grievance commit- 
tee of the Chicago Federation of Labor 
complained to Mrs. Young that the teach- 
ers in the technical courses had too much 
Work to do. The complaint, which was 
signed by B. C. Dillon and C. D. Wheeler, asked 
for the appointment of mote teachers in the 
technical high schools and the ass‘gnment of 

less work.to each teacher. 

Mrs. Ella Flagg Young appointed a committee 
of eleven high school teachers to investigate the 
complaint and suggest remedies, Mrs. Young 
now finds that she not only has the complaint 
of the teachers in the technical schdols to cal 
With but that the teachers of academic subjccts 
in the high schools are demanding even more.

PRINGFIELD, III., June 4.—According to 

figures prepared by the state charities 

commission and presented by its secre- 

tary, A. L. Bowen, to the American Asso- 

ciation of Officials and Charity at their 
meeting in Memphis, May 7, $400,000,000 is 
expended annually in the United States on 
public and private charitable, correctional, and 
penal institutions. 

Of this vast amount, it is shown that Illinois 
spends nearly six millions on its state charita- 
ble institutions, about a million and a half on 
its state penal and reformatory institutions, a 
million and a half on public outdoor relief, 
about fifteen millions collected through private 
benevolent societies, churches, and fraternal or- 
ganizations, a million dollars on its jails and 
workhouses, and a million dollars on its alms- 
houses. 

Mr. Bowen said that the property of these 
institutions in the United States is worth at 
least a billion and a half of dollars.

Canning Com, Peas, and Beans. 


am an interested reader of your Corner, 
and notice your method of canning pumpkin 
and squash. You make mention of having had 
300d luck in canning peas, corn, and other 
things. I should like your recipe for canning 
corn, peas, and beans. I shall watch the Corner

The process of canning peas, beans,‘ etc., is in 
the main ‘alike with all. The peas are shelled, 
the string beans freed from strings and cut into 
inch lengths, Boil in slightly salted water 
until tender. Remove from the kettle with a 
perforated spoon, fill to the brim with these, 
jars standing in hot water. Boil and skim the 
water left in the ‘kettle and fill the jars to 
overflowing with it. Have sterilized tops and 
rubbers ready, seal at once, and let the contents 
cool in the shade. When perfectly cold wrap 
in thick papers to exclude the light and set in 
a dark, cool cellar. The main point of the 
process is heat. Have everything boiling hot, 
fill the jars to brimming, and seal at once.

Fatty Food Cautions. 


HEREASE' we cut our bread thin in win- 

ter for other than esthetic reasons, 

we should cut it thicker in summer 

despite ssthetic considerations. The 

thinner the slices of bread, the more of 
them we are likely to eat and the more butter 
fat we get as a part of our day's ration. To cut 
bread thin is a device to get children to eat 
more fat in the shape of butter. 

Fat is a splendid food in the right amounts 
and under the right conditions, but those are 
pot summer conditions. It is equal to a medi- 
cine and is prescribed as a necessity in cases 
where the system needs to be built up, as in 
i tuberculosis and other diseases. 

Where the patient is in a run down condition 
cream, fresh butter, and eggs are given, if they 
can be tolerated. The egg yolk contains a good 
deal of fat. But if these same patients have 
gastric troubles or troubles of the kidneys a 
great deal of caution must be exercised. 

If they have certain forms of dyspepsia, they 


} cannot eat fats in some forms, especially hot 


fats. Closely associated with this trouble are 
the skin diseases for which fat may be bad. 


„* 


However, as to our thick slice of bread and 
butter in summer, instead of the thinner one 
of winter, here is the condition that makes the 
change advisable. We need fat when we are 
struggling against loss of heat. The struggle 
8 Bequimaux is mainly this, so he lives on 


This, though, is not our summer struggle, 
though there are many others the system has 
to meet in the summer time. The thick slice 
of bread with only a little good fresh butter not 
only helps us to reduce our allowance of fat, 
but ft supplies in the necessarily large quanti- 
ties just that carbohydrate—the bread—which 
food we need in abundance to combat the sum- 
mer sluggishness and low muscular tone which 
is often the effect of debilitating heat. 

Some people can get a great deal of muscular 
work on a diet containing much fat, if they are 
accustomed to getting energy in that way, but 
if they are not, the fat they eat may be a trial, 
in fact is a trial, if the stomach is weak. 
On the other hand, a too acid stomach needs 
fat. It is sedative and is well tolerated. It 
diminishes the acids. Mayonnaise dressing is 
recommended for the too acid stomach.

least tolerate much fat in their diet get more 
in summer than in winter, when they need it so 
much more and need to seek those forms of this 
food which they can tolerate. 

Here is the reason why too much is eaten. 
There is not only the butter on the bread, but 
there is the use of this seasoning on the more 
abundant fresh vegetables, which are most ex- 
cellent when dressed with butter alone. 

Fat in the shape of olive oil in the French 
dressing and also in the mayonnaise is more 
largely partaken of in summer than in winter, 
because more salads are eaten. This fat is one 
of the least troublesome. 


„ 


Then there is the fat in meats. Meat to be 
tender must contain considerable fat. There is 
the fat of cream which we eat with our ber- 
ries, Yes, there is the same fat in all good ice 
cream, and a safer fat, too, than one made with 
some poor butter. 

Perhaps we could find even further reasons 
why our supply of fat in the summer is likely 
to be excessive. 

We do not need much fat as fuel, We prob- 
ably do not need much for protection or as a 
reserve force. As to the counts against it, 
they are not few. Fat foods retard digestion. 
If because of this they ferment, a strain is im- 
posed on the kidneys. The fermentation also 
produces fatty acids which irritate the skin. 
In the diseases due to overeating and conse- 
quent sluggishness in the alimentary canal, too 
much fat is exceedingly bad. 

— 


In cases of nervous and intestinal indiges- 
tion hot fats are absolutely forbidden. If the 
stomach is low in tone and has other troubles 
of a similar nature, hot fats are bad. 

HOW TO PREPARE VEGETABLES FOR 
DYSPEPTICS.—Boil the vegetables in lightly 
salted water; serve them decidedly hot and sea- 
son with a little fresh butter at the table. 

If the butter is put into them on the stove, 
it is hot butter, and there are scientific reasons 
why this is severe on the digestion. It makes 
omelets, scrambled eggs, etc., less digestible. 
It is no better if in a white sauce, which is in 
bad repute among the great doctors who are 
also dietitians. Hollandaise sauce, alas, is in 
the same category, but mayonnaise is an ade- 
quate substitute for that in many cases, even 
with fish. Cabbage boiled with beef or any 
grease is made hard to digest. 

This is only a small part of the story but 
enough for a warning perhaps.

“Y began to work that very evening. Jim 
and I planned on what we thought Tad like best 
to make. I liked to have pretty. aprons to 
wear around the house, so I thought I'd make 


some aprons. The kind I made was a pretty, 
plain kind, with no trimming except some nar- 
row machine edging. I invested nothing for 
the first aprons that I made for samples, for 
I had a large piece of plain pink Indianhead 
left over from the last aprons I had made. 
I took those first aprons down to the ex- 
hibit room and put them up for sale. All I 
advertised in the Home Workers’ Market Place 
Was aprons. I gave my telephone number and 
my address so that any one could find me

“But you aren't particularly interested in 
the story of my work. What makes me most 
happy is that I found friends through my 
work. I year ago I didn't know any one in 
the city. I spent half ofmy time my last 
birthday almost crying because I was so lone- 
ly. As soon as I became a home worker I 
found friends. The women who bought my 
aprons were always friendly. I found other 
women who were trying to “nd happiness as 
well as earn money through their home work. 
We always helped each other. 

“Today I expect that we will have the best 
time possible. I have been busy all morning 
making good things to eat, for one of the 
women who is coming is a famous home work- 
ers’ cook, and I want my things to taste as 
good as hers do. There's lots of fun in being 
interested in some particular thing. We are 
all trying with all of our mights to do our 
work well. There is another woman who is 
in about the same position that I am in. I 
haven't needed to use the money I earned for 
anything, so I have been saving it, and I am 
going to keep on earning money so that some 
day I can help some youngster through school. 
This other home worker said that if I'd let 
her she’d like to help, too, because, of course, 
it takes a lot of money to give a child a good 
education. Neither of us has any children, and 
we're awfully happy earning money for some 
one else. —

OFFER $100,000 10 JOHNSON 


Brooklyn Federals Made Record 
Bid for Pitcher. 


BONUS OF $25,000 TO SIGN. 


Ward Would Give Senator Salary of 
$25,000 for Season.

Seek an Injunction to Stop 
Pitcher from Playing 
with Cleveland. 


CASE COMES UP MONDAY. 


Petition Shows Hurler Signed 
with Kansas City, Then 
Jumped Back to Naps.

The court combat between organized base- 
ball and the Federal league “ outlaws" con- 
tinued yesterday with Judge Foell onca 
more acting as umpire. Having recovered a 
bit from the blow of the preceding day, when 
the judge’s decision went against them, the 
“ outlaws” yesterday retaliated by serving 
papers on Fred Blanding, pitcher for the 
Cleveland club, and now Blanding will have 
to appear before Judge Foell on Monday 
morning to explain why he shouldn't be en- 
joined from playing with the Napa 

Blanding jumped his contract with the 
Kansas City Federal league team before the 
season opened, returning to the Cleveland 
club, with which he played the preceding 
season. Cleveland had a claim on him 
through the reserve clause in his contract 
of last year. Blanding signed with Kansas 
City on Jan. 24 at a salary of $5,833 per year 
for three years. He accepted $2,500 advance 
money and then before the spring training 
trip started, he jumped back to Cleveland, 
signing another contract there. 


Battle for Other Players. 

The Cleveland pitcher is one of about five 
or six players who signed contracts with the 
Federal league during the winter only to 
jump back to organized ball before the sea- 
son opened. If Blanding can be stopped 
there is a chance that Pitcher Baumgardner 
and Outfielder Williams of the St. Louis 
Browns and a few others may be drawn into 
court by the “ outlaws.” 

Blanding’s case, however, is more like that 
of Bill Killifer than that of Chief Johnson, 
and a federal judge in Grand Rapids ruled 
that Killifer belonged to Philadelphia re- 
gardiess of his having signed a contract with 
the Chicago Feds. That judge, however, de- 
clared the reserve clause in Killifer’s con- 
tract was illegal. 


No Injunction Against Hurler. 

No injunction was obtained against Bland- 
ing yesterday and in the afternoon he pitched 
against the White Sox. The Federal league offi- 
cials simply were granted a petition from Judge 
Foell asking that Blanding be brought into court 
to show cause for not being enjoined. In this peti- 
tion the outlaws set forth points similar to those 
brought up by the court in refusing to dissolve the 
injunction against the Indian pitcher so the cases 
appear to be alike. 

The papers were served on Blanding at the door 
of his room in the Chicago Beach hotel, where he 
was stopping with the Cleveland club. The bailiff 
who did the serving went there and located the 
room where Blanding was engaged in a game of 
cards with five other members of the team. Fear- 
ing his man might escape if he guessed his mission 
the bailiff called to Blanding from the outside.

Secretary of Navy Writes Waukegan 
Minister Saying He Hopes Legisla- 
ture Will Order Five Mile Limit. 


Ten of the twenty-three indictments re- 
turned in Lake county recently were against

The Rev. George McGinnia of Waukegan 
wrote a letter setting forth the conditions 
near the school to Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels.

Dear Sir: I beg to acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of yours relating to the establish- 
ment of a five mile “dry zone around 
the great lakes training station. It iga 
matter that appeals to me strongly, 
there being at the station several hun- 
dred young men making their Grst start 
in the navy whom I regard as wards of 
the nation and from whom I would like to 
see corrupting influences entirely re- 
moved. Their habits are not yet formed 
and doubtless many of them are led to 
take their first drink by the temptation 
to do so being at hand. I am satisfied 
that the establishment of a five mile 
“dry zone around the training station 
would be a great help toward keeping 
these young men free of the liquor habit 
and the evils that it leads to. I sincere- 
ly hope that your legislature will give the 
matter the consideration it deserves. 

T. R. Quayle of the Lake County Law and 
Order league said an effort was made at the 
last session of the legislature to pass a bill 
prohibiting saloons within five miles of the 
naval training station. 

Although there were sufficient number of 
votes pledged to pass the bill, Mr. Quayle

JURY OUT NEARLY 7 HOURS 
IN CASE AGAINST PARMELEE. 


Fails to Agree in First Suit Brought 


by City Against Transfer Company 
for Violating Ordinance. 


Six hours and twenty-seven minutes of de- 
liberation by a jury in the city’s first case 
against the Parmelee Transfer company 
ended last night with an announcement that 
no agreement could be reached. 

The offense charged was the failure to 
display in a motor cab the city rate card 
required by ordinance, and Edward Gall, a 
chauffeur, was named asthedefendant. The 
case was one of fifty begun by the city 
prosecuter because of the company’s re- 
fusal to abide by any of the municipal regu- 
lations for motor cabs, and especially those 
establishing rates of fare. The defense of 
the company was that its machines do not 
occupy public stands. 

“The Parmelee company has tried to m- 
dam both the city and the genera! public, 
said Assistant Prosecutor Schwartz n his 
closing argument n wants to charge 
higher rates than are allowed by the ordi- 
nance. Last January it took out sixty-nine 
public vehicle licenses. These require a card 
of rates to be posted in the cabs. They did 
not post the cards and we got a conviction 
against them before Judge Fry. 

Anticipat- 
ing trouble, they took out another form of 
license for vehicles not on public standa. 
When we arrest them for not displaying rate 
cards, they display this new license, which 
dves not require a card of rates. When we 
catch them on the public stands they flash

NOT FULFILLED 


Surface Lines Fail to Give 30 
Per Cent Increase in the 
Downtown Rush 
Hour Service. 


ORDINANCE NOT OBEYED. 


But the Companies Now Want 
to Dip Into the City’s 
Profits of $3,000,000 
Yearly. 


BY OSCAR E,.HEWITT. 

To gain an ordinance permitting the unified 
operation of all surface lines, the roads 
promised last fall fully thirty per cent in- 
crease in the rush hour downtown transpor- 
tation facilities.” That promise has not been 
fulfilled. The increase in seats to date has 
been about 6 per cent. 

These same interests now are asking per- 
mission to dip into the city’s $3,000,000-a- 
year traction fund as a condition toa unified 
operation of both the elevated and surface 
lines. 

L. A. Busby, president of the surface lines, 
is acting as spokesman. He said yesterday 
his company will suffer a loss in revenue if 
transfers are exchanged between the L 
roads and the surface lines, He proposes 
the loss be commuted by the city’s traction 
profits or dy an additional charge for 4 
transfer—say 1 cent. He is not now pre- 
pared to estimate the expected loss, although | 
he thinks it will be less than the city’s an- 
nual traction profits. 


Fisher Attacks Proposal. 

That plan will not bear the light,“ Wal- 
ter L. Fisher commented. Their chances 
of getting the city’s 56 per cent don’t amount 
to that (snapping his finger). ‘“ They are 


| just asking for it—in starting their trade. 


No one objects to their asking.“ 

Several aldermen said that if Mr. Busby 
insists upon this program the merger of the 
elevated and surface lines “is dead now.“ 

It has been represented the transportation 
Interests want the city’s cash put into im- 
proved car service. That ie one way of in- 
terpreting it from the viewpoint of the trac- 
tion interests. Their chief concern, how- 
ever, appears to be centered on dividends. 
It was admitted by Mr. Busby he desires to 
maintain the present rate of dividends, Also 
it is not impossible for certain elevated roads 
to find dividends if, after unified operation. 
all the income is thrown into one pot to be 
distributed as the officials of the companies 
select. 


Dividends 7 to 10 Per Cent. 

The dividends on the city’s valuation of 
the Chicago City railway have been from 7 
to 10 per cent. On the Chicago Railways the 
rate bas run over 11 per cent. 

Taking all the surface companies, combin- 
ing their capitalization and their profits, the 
per cent then would be for the year ending 
Jan. &:

The actual dividends given the stockhold- 
ers of the Chicago City railway have been 
greater because the capital stock is smaller 
than the city’s valuation of the property. 
No year since 1907 has this road's dividends 
been less than 10 per cent and several times 
much higher. 


Adequate Service Not Given. 

Attention would not be directed to the prof- 
Its of the companies if they were giving ade- 
quate and satisfactory service. It is perti- 
nemt to inquire why they would be given city 
cash to maintain their profit schedule, which 
now perhaps would be lowered if they were 
giving the character of service which the 
city needs. 

“I would want to be shown that unéfied op- 
eration of the elevated and surface lines 
would result in a loss,“ Mr. Fisher said. 
By properly cotrdinating the two systems 
I think the income of both would be in- 
creased, 

“The erroneous impression has gone out 
that the poor traction service is because 
the city gets 65 per cent of the net receipts 
of the traction lines. The real reason is that 
the city council and city administration have 
not enforced the 1907 ordinances. 


Why After the City’s Money? 

But why does the company want the 
city’s money? Certainly it cannot claim it 
cannot induce investment under the 1907 
ordinances. <After that ordinance was 
passed their bonds sold for par for the first 
time in a great many years. I do not think 
they need additional income from the city 
in order to attract new capital. 

“The other point suggested is that they 
want the money so as to give adequate serv- 
ice. Service comes before everything else 
in the 1907 ordinances. Those ordinances 
permit the city to demand anything it wants, 
The only limitation is reasonableness, 

„The ordinance in one place obligates the 
companies to give service even if it costs 
100 per cent of the gross income. Even if it 
costs more, the companies agree to give it. 
Now, if the surface companies are obligated 
to spend more than 100 per cent of their gross 
income for service—if necessary—why should 
they be asking the city to give them money 
with which to pay dividends? 


“Door Is Open to Them.” 
“They talk about using the whole nickel 
for service. They have already obligated 
themselves to so use the nickel if required. 
To be sure, the city would not get any 
profit if the company should spend all of its 
income for service. No one has urged that 
that is necessary. The city gets 55 per cent 
of what is left after the service is rendered. 
If there is nothing, then the city gets noth- 
ing. If the companies want all the nickel to 

give service, the door is open to them.”

WILSON’ FRAMES 
TRADE BOARD BILL; 
WILL GOTO SENATE 


Foundation of Administra- 
tion’s Trust Legislation. 


FIELD COVERS WIDE RANGE 


Corporations Must at Any Time 
Requested Open Books for 
Federal Inspection. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., June 4.—[Special.J— 
THE TRIBUNE is enabled to present herewith 
President Wilson's interstate trade commis- 
sion bill, which will be put forward in the 
senate as the real foundation of the anti- 
trust legislation sought by the administra- 
tion. 

The measure was completed today by the 
Democratic members of the senate com- 


by the president. ! 

For several days it has been apparent that 
although the house is engaged in passing 
three anti-trust measures the administra- 
tion is planning to frame the actual legla- 
lation in the senate and in the conference 
committee of the two houses in which the 
Measures eventually will be perfected, 

For this reason every corporation in the 
country has been watching for the first 
move of the administration in the direction’ 
of putting such legislation through the 
senate. Every business man in the nation 
is interested in the administration measure 
completed today for it represents the atti-+ 
tude of the president on government 
tion of trade. f 


Provisions of Wilson Bill. 
The provisions of the administration senate 
bill follow: 

An interstate trade commission consist- 
ing of five members, not more than three 
of whom shall be members of the same 
political party, shall be substituted for 
the existing bureau of corporations and 
the commissioner of corporations shall 
be chairman of the commission for seven 
years, but after his retirement the chalr- 
man shall be elected by the comms 
sioners. 

All associations and corporations en- 
gaged in interstate and foreign commerce, 
except common carriers, shall furnish to 
the commission whenever required in- 
formation, statements, and records of 
their organizations, business financial 
condition, conduct,, management, and 
relation to other companies in respect of 
er concerning interstate and foreign 
commerce.” . 

The commission and its agents shall 
have complete access’ to all books and 
other records of the corporations at ald 
reasonable times, and failure or neglect 
to comply shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than $1,000 a day. 


Information for the Public. 

The information so obtained by the. 
geommission shall be public records, ex- 
cept so far as may be necessary to pro- 
tect trade processes, names of customers, 
and such other matters as the commission 
may deem not to be of public importance,” 
and the commission shall make the in- 
formation public in such form and te 
such extent as it may deem necessary.” 

The commission Ils authorized to en- 
force its orders by process of the dis- 
trict courts and to compel the testimony 
of officers and employés of the corpora- 
tions and the production of documents. 
The plea of self-incrimination shall not 
excuse witnesses from testifying. But 
persons testifying in response to a sub- 
peena shal! be ‘mmune from prosecutioS 
except for perjury. 

The commission shal! have guthority te 
conduct investigation to determine 
whether any interstate corporation was 
organized or is conducting its business 
or has established relations with other cor 
porations or individuals in violation of the 
anti-trust laws. 

Violations of the anti-trust laws se 
Giscovered shall be reported to the attor- 
ney general for the institution of prose 
cutions. 

The attorney general may employ the 
machinery of the commission to aid in 
carrying out dissolution of corporations 
violating the anti-trust laws and courts 
hearing dissolution litigation may refer 
questions and proposed decrees to the 
commission for expert advice. 


Senate Measure Is Radical. 

As a whole the senate bill is a more radical 
measure than that approved by the house, 
Greater powers of investigation of the affairs 
of corporations are conferred upon the com- 
mission. In this respect the bill undoubtedly 
will meet with a storm of criticism from busi- 
ness men throughout the country. For sev- 
eral weeks they have been complaining that 
the unrestricted power of investigating the 
secrets of corporations would bring about a 
business inquisition the like of which the 
world never has seen. 

It is contended that it would be dangerous 
to intrust to a commission and its hundreds 
of employés the trade secrets and private 
business affairs of commercial institutions, 
even though there might be an embargo 
placed upon the public disclosure of such 
matters. This criticism is destined to be re- 
flected in the opposition to the bill upon the 
fioor of the senate.

The American Express company was awarded 
the Chicago, Rock Isiand and Pacific rallway’s 
express contract,’ effective July 1, at a meeting 
of the Rock Ialand's executive board yeater- 
day afternoon in New York.

529 miles; and after July 1 the Lake Ghore 
and Michigan Southern will be occupied by the 
American Express company exclusively, the 
United States Express company heretofore hay- 
ing had through righta The mileage operated by 
the American Express company, including the 
mileage obtained under its newly acquired con- 
tracts, is about 68,000 miles, 

The contracts formerly held by the United 
States company and ‘recently awarded te Wells, 
Fargo & Co. are for the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco system (except the Birmingham-Kansas City 
line], 4,200 miles; Chicago and Bastern Ilinols 
and the Nansvine atid Terre Haute, 1,274 miles;

ON RAILWAY MAIL? 


Committee’s Plan to Revolu- 
tionize System, Senator 
Bourne Believes, 


AFFECTS FREIGHT RATES.’ 


Scheme Is to Base Charges on 
Car Space Used and Not 
on Tonnage. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 


Washington, D. G., June 4-—[Specia}.}— 
The basic conclusions of the congressional 
joint committee Investigating the question of 
rallway mall pay were made public by Chalr- 

man Bourne tonight. 

Senator Bourne believes they will revolu- 
tone not only the method of remunerat- 
ing the railroads for carrying the mails, but 
also the present system of freight rates 
throughout the country. 

With its report in the printer’s hands, the 
Committee was compelled to defer from pre- 
eenting it today because of a variance be- 
tween the calculation of the statisticians of 
the postoffice department and the interstate 
commerce commission. This variance will 
be straightened out within a few weeks, how- 
ever, and then the committee will make its 
recommendations. 9 

Here is the committee’s scheme for set- 
tling both the rates and the railway mail 
pay problems: i > 


Car Space Basis Urged. 

1. The custom of paying the railroads 
according to the weight of the commodity 
to be transported should be discontinued 
and instead a system of paying accord- 
ing to car space used should be inaugu- 
rated. 

2. The railroads should maintain, sub- 
ject to the demand of the postoffice de- 
partment, cars of three dimensions for 
carrying the mails; full sized cars of sixty 
feet in length, cars with half their space, 
or thirty feet apportioned to the mail 
service, and cars with one-quarter of 
their space, or fifteen feet, given over to 
the mail. 

8. For the use of these cars the govern- 
ment is to pay a certain sum per car mile 
traveled, according to the size of the car 
ordered, and also a fixed terminal charge 
which does not vary either with the size 
of the car or the distance covered. 

4. On this basis it is estimated that 20 
cents per car mile is sufficient compen 
sation for full sized cars, 11 cents for half 
sized, and 6 cents for quarter sized. The 
terminal charge would be from $8 to $9 in 
all cases, according to the present cost of 
handling cars at terminals by the rail- 
roads. 


Take Profit from Hauls. 

In its investigation of the problem of rail- 
way mail pay the committee decided it was 
no different from all other problems of trans- 
portation. Finally the conclusion was 
reached that every cost except the terminal 
charges should be reduced to an average cost 
per car mile covered. The profit from carry- 
ing the malle or other business should be 
obtained from the hauls, according to their 
Gistance, and the shippers should not be 


——, 


compelled to pay anything more than the 
actual cost of switching and terminal sery- 
ice, according to the committee. 

By the differentiation between large, half, 
and quarter sized cars the roads receive 
more remuneration relatively for carrying 
small quantities of mail than large. 

By maintaining a fixed terminal charge 
the cost of long and short hauls is equalized. 


ALLEGED FIREBUG DISCHARGED 


Louis Levine Freed Because of Failure 
of State to Establish Sufficient 
Proof of Guilt. 


Louis Levine, owner of a cloak manufac- 
‘turing concern at West Monroe and South 
Market streets, was discharged by Mu- 
nicipal Judge Stewart yesterday ona charge 
of arson.

Louisiana seeks to safeguard building as- 
sociations. 


J. L. R., Chicago, writes What do vou 
think of building associations for a safe in- 
vestment? The one in which I am more 
especially interested is in Louisiana. Are the 
laws of the state O. K.?“ 

You have not given the name of the asso- 
ciation. Generally speaking, the safety of a 
building loan association rests with the char- 
acter of those managing it. You should pre- 
cede an investment of funds with an inquiry 
covering this point. 

The Louisiana statutes governing the or- 
ganization of building and homestead so- 
cleties seeks to provide reasonable safe- 
guards. The association must make a com- 
plete report every year to its stockholders, 
and shareholders may not pledge paid install- 
ment as security for debts to the association. 
Every association must have a certificate of 
‘permission from the state bank examiner 
before it may commence business. Detailed 
reports must be made every six months to 
the examiner and be published in the daily 
newspaper of the parish wherein the associa- 
tion is domiciled. Also reports must be made 
biennially to the state legislature.
